Plants by Mail. All small plants, shrubs, vines, ete., will be sent 
prepaid by mail on receipt of price. 


Treatment of Plants Received by Mail. Ifplantsare wilted 
without removing the packing material immerse them in tepid water and 
allow them to remain for halfan hour. This will speedily restore them as 
fresh as ever. Then unpack and set in small pots in rich, fibrous loam, 
shade from the sun and sprinkle foliage every day, being careful not to 
overwater the roots, until the plants begin to grow, after which they may 
be shifted to larger pots, if necessary. 


Soll {nm Which to Pot Plants. The best soil for most plants is 
composed of two-thirds well-rotted sods (that have been previously cut and 
puleal up to rot) or good garden soil, and one-third well-rotted manure, well 
mixed together. Ifthe sods are not naturally sandy, it is well to add some 
sharp sand. ‘his is the kind of soil we use for nearly all kinds of plants. 
[See supply list.] 


Watering. Whenever the plants are dry water so that the earth in the 
pots will be saturated and no more. When much water passes off it im- 
poverishes the soil in a short time. The water should be the same temper- 
ature as the room in which the plants grow. No water should be allowed 
to remain in the saucers under the pots except in the case ofaquatic plants. 
Soft wooded plants require much more water than do hard wooded plants. 


Dust. The great secret of growing?plants successfully in the house lies 
in keeping them clean, ‘ 


Drainage is the utmost importance. Every Jarge pot should have at 
least an inch of broken pot, shred moss or charcoal placed in the bottom. 


Syringing. AJ] plants are benefited by liberal syringing two or three 
times a week especially on under side of leaf. Rosesand Carnationsshould 
be syringed daily, ifina warm room. The Scollay Sprinkler (see page 54) 
is a very useful article, as all parts of a plant can be reached without wast 
ing water. 

Air. Ventilate well every fine day when air above freezing point can be 
admitted. Do not allow cold air to blow directly against the plants. 


Insects. Healthy growing plants are seldom troubled with insects or 
mildew. One of the most disgusting of these is the Scale which attacks the 
Ferns, Palms, Ivies, etc., lodging on stem and under side of leaf. There is 
no remedy but scraping off and destroying. A severe scrubbing with an 
old tooth brush and whale oil soap will remove the scale. Mealy Bugs 
lodge in the axilis of the leaves, and are easily destroyed by using an old 
tooth brush. Red Spider shows itself in a brewn, dried condition of the 
leaves, and is an indication of too dry an atmosphere. It is the great pest 
of house-grown roses. Moisture is its great enemy. Sponge, sprinkle, or 
wash the leaves often and thoroughly, taking special pains to wet the under 
side of the leaves, or daily dip the topsin tepid water The green fly, or 
Aphis, is pest destroyed by tobacco smoke, if the smoke can be confined 
about the plants; otherwise a tobacco tea, made by steeping one pound of 
tabacco stems in four or five gallons of water, can be used. Dip the plants 
in the liquid or sprinkle them thoroughly with it; or moisten the plants 
with water and sprinkle tobacco dust over them, letting it remain until 
the usual watering washes it off. Try Sulpho Tobacco soap it kills bugs of 
all kinds. See page 36. 


Worms inthe Soil. Frequently caused by using soil not sufficient- 
ly rotted. Lime water will usually expel them without injuring the plant, 
one part lime to twenty parts water, and when clear give one or two 
waterings. 


Mildew. A whitish or mouldy appearance of the leaves. It is caused 
by a sudden change in the atmosphere from great heat to cold, or by a draft 
from open windows or doors. At first appearance moisten the plants and 
dust them with sulphur. This will arrest the spread of the disease.

HOW TO SOW FLOWER SEEDS. 


A shallow box is the best to sow flower seeds in. Make two or three holes in the bottom for drainage and 
fill nearly to the top with rich loam, without manure. Take small pieces of board and press the soil perfectly 
smooth and level. Sow the seed evenly. Take two parts of pure sand to one of pure loam and mix well. 
Place a small quantity of this in a fineseive (it will not hurt your flour seive if you have no other); do not 
shake it, but take one hand and rub the dirt through, watching the box so as to cover it evenly. Small seed, 
like Petunia, Cineraria, etc., should be slightly covered, while the larger ones, like Asters, Verbenas, ete., 
will do better if one-eighth of an inch of this fine covering material is used. Sprinkle after covering. Cut 
or fold a piece of cloth or paper the size of inside of box, wet and lay directly on the earth. This should 
remain until the seedlings are seen breaking through the ground, when it should be taken off and the box 
placed in a sunny window ; not kept too wet or they will damp off (rot at the top of the ground). As soon as 
the second leaves are well out they should be transplanted into pots or boxes. Small quantities of well 
decayed manure should then be used. 

Many blame the seedsman for poor quality, and yet plant fine seeds like Petunia, Carnation, Pansy, Migno- 
nette, Phlox, ete., in hard, rough ground, covering them one to two inches deep, and expect them to come up. 
Always use judgement in planting, and see that your soil is well pulverized and medium rich.

; SWEET PEAS. 


How to Crow Sweet Peas Successfully. 


Sow the seed in deep furrows, the bottom of which should be at least five 
inches below the level of the soil. Cover the seed only one inch, after 
which the furrow is still four inches deep. When the plants are two or 
three inches high, fill in another inch or so around the plants, always 
leaving a poron of the plant above the surface. Continue drawing the 
soil into the furrow as the plants grow, finally leaving a slight depression 
at the base of the plants, so that the water, either from a shower or water- 
ing, will go directly to the roots, thoroughly soaking the soil. They must 
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not be allowed to get dry. As dry and hot weather approaches, cover the 
soil along the row with plenty of old leaves, straw or hay, to assist in re- 
taining an even moisture and temperature for the roots. 

Sow very early, even ifall the frost is not yet out of the ground; say 
about the last of March for Iowa, and proportionately early north or south. 
Sow the seed about an inch apart in the row, and five feet between 
rows. Let rows stand north and south if possible. Set wire 
uetting or bushes to climb on early, and transplant with young 
plants to fill out gaps in the row should any occur. Prepare 
soil thoroughly in spring, using a liberal quantity of old, well-rotted 
manure. A dressing of bone meal, applied after plants are well up, will 
sustain growth and bloom late in the season. Cut bloomsevery day. Re- 
move all seed-pods as fast as they appear to prolong the blooming season.

If protected by sheeting 
they need not be brought into the house until well into October, and WHEN 
BROUGHT IN place in a room without fire and give plenty of air when not 
frosty.

Cultural Directions. In selecting a spot for arose bed do not choose 
one where they will be shaded by tress or buildings, asthe rose delights in 
an open, airy situation, with plenty of sunshine. Roses are very partial to 
clay loam soil, but will do well in any ordinary soil if enriched with well- 
rotted barnyard manure. In preparing the bed dig it up thoroughly to a 
depth of twelve or fifteen inches, as rose roots penetraie deep when they 
have achance. In forming the beds do not elevate them above the level 
of the gronnd surrounding, as they will suffer less from drought. After the 
plants are set out keep the soil loose to the depth of an inch or two by fre- 
quent stirrings. An occassional soaking with weak manure water is a 
great help to them. i 

Culture for Winter Bloom. Keep ina room with temperature 60 to 
65 degrees, with all the sunlight possible to obtain. Sprinkle underside of 
foliage every morning if sun is shining. Do not sprinkle on cold dark 
days, unless the pumesp here of the room is very dry. As soon as the bud is 
matured cut the stem down to within three or four eyes of the main stalk. 
Soil should be a good rich clay loam. Use rotted Cow manure on soil at 
rate of one to five of soil. A little weak manure or ammonia water at the 
roots once a week is yery beneficial if plant is growing strong. 

Insects and Diseases. Green fly is easily subdued by dusting the 
moist leaves with powdered tobacco. The rose slug is quickly killed by 
dusting the insect—the whole plant, in fact, with road dust on a sunny 
day. Mildew, which affects the leaves in early Spring and Fall, is due toa 
variable temperature, For this, dust powdered sulphur on the leaves. 
Roses must be syringed thoroughly every sunshiny day. In the morning is 
preferable. 

Growing and handling such large quantities in our floral departement, 
we are in a position to know whether a variety is worthy of cultivation, 
and we have listed only those which we feel sure will give our customers 
the best of satisfaction.

If the balls 
of earth are ay hold carefully in a pail of water for a moment, then plant, 
firming the soil thoroughly around the balls. Shade is not necessary.

To the question often asked, ‘‘How to make roses bloom?’”’ we make this 
answer: The fact is known to all who have ever grown Roses, that most of 
the blooms are produced on the ends of the branches, very small flowers - 
being produced on the lateral shoots. In the axil of each leaf is what is 
called a latent bud. Should the long, strong shoots or branches be placed 
and kept in a horizontal position, each latent bud will produce a shoot, 
which in turn will produce many flowers. Cut wooden hooks from the 
woods or hedge row, and peg the long strong shoots firmly to the ground. 
These branches will not only flower early and late, but will make robust 
wood, which can be treated in the same manner the following spring, 
Monthly, Bourbon and even hybrid perpetual roses can thus be made to 
bloom continuously, making your rose beds a constant wonder and delight 
to all beholders,
